When the jury filed in after five 
hours' deliberation, ending the thir­ 
teenth day of trial, Overacker sat in 
his chair behind Attorneys Jud Rush 
and B. E. Tarver. 
On one side of 
him sat his wife, a frail, broken wom­ 
an. suffering far more from the sus­ 
pense than did either the prisoner or 
his son Ray, who sat beside him. 
The woman’s faithfulness has been 
one of the features of the trial. 
After 
the jury retired at 4:40 o’clock, she 
and iter friend, Mrs. Moore, sat. in 
the courtroom, the wife’s silence be­ 
ing but a mere suggestion of the aw­ 
ful suffering of suspense. 
After the 
jury had returned from supper, and 
was again locked up, Mrs. Overacker 
resumed her vigil. 
By !) o'clock the attorneys had con­ 
cluded that the jury would be out all 
night. 
Then came a knock on the 
door of the jury room. 
“ A verdict,” was the word passed 
to Deputy Sheriff Jernigan. 
The jurors filed in, and the 
fore­ 
man, .1, C. .«ewell, read the verdict, 
finding the defendant guilty of man­ 
slaughter. 
Hoping, first for acquittal and then 
for a hung jury, the verdict, 
was a 
blow to Mrs. Overacker and her son. 
Time for sentence was fixed at. 4:30 
o’clock Monday afternoon. 
The jury 
filed from the courtroom. 
Overacker 
sat. through it ail absolutely ignorant 
of what, the verdict was. 
He 
read 
from the face of his wife that it was 
not a verdict over which to rejoice. 
Once or twice he stroked his white 
whiskers, and turned to look again 
at his wife as though seeking in her 
lace some intelligence of the verdict. 
After the jury -was gone, Attorney 
Rush turned in 
his 
chair, 
leaned 
over the ear trumpet 
presented by 
the man, and told him that the jury 
had brought in a 
verdict 
of 
man­ 
slaughter. 
A verdict of 
manslaughter 
gives 
the Overackers something 
to 
hope 
for. 
Overacker is 63 years old. and 
appears over 70. 
He has stood his 
twenty-two months in jail 
here re­ 
markably well. 
The limit for man­ 
slaughter is ten years, and that may 
be reduced by over three 
years by 
good behavior. 
The killing for 
which 
Overacker 
was tried occurred on Jan. 13, 1910. 
The two men had been enemies for 
a long time. 
The quarrel 
that re­ 
sulted in 
the 
shooting 
was 
over 
Winn's act in damming a waterway 
and thus flooding Overacker’s 
land. 
The prosecution asserted that Winn 
had no weapon but a shovel when he 
was shot by Overacker sixty-five feet 
away. 
The 
defense 
asserted 
that 
Winn had a gun aimed at Overacker, 
and that Overacker was not respon­ 
sible. he being 
a 
paranoiac. 
That 
Overacker was merely 
vicious 
and 
not a paranoiac was the 
theory 
of 
the prosecution. 
West declared that 
the disease is “ progressive,” and the 
evidence showed that Overacker had 
no more peculiarities at the time ot' 
the killing than he *had twenty years 
ago. 
Attorney Rush had

jurors in tears in his powerful plea 
for Overacker, picturing the indigni­

W A SH IN G TO N , Nov. 17 — Rear Ad­ 
miral John Yeatman Taylor, retired, 
former medical director of the United 
States Navy and one of the most dis­ 
tinguished naval surgeons in the coun­ 
try, ended his life here yesterday by 
shooting himself in the head w-ith a 
navy revolver. He was alone in his 
study. 
Admiral Taylor, was 82 years old 
and had a notable career as a naval 
surgeon. His health was poor and the 
death in an auto accident two years 
ago of his only son was a severe 
shock. 
Admiral Taylor leaves a widow and 
one daughter, Charlotte Bryson Tay­ 
lor, a magazine writer.

To Bottle Peas

Set the pan aside 
till the peas are quite cold, then lift 
the bottles out and lay them on
